Sound# O.W#I# Service charge, $0#25* In war 
as in peace, carelessness costs lives# But today the results of carelessness and 
ef negligence are a thousand tiir.es more tragic# This film drives home the fact 
that there is little difference, as far as results are concerned, between the 
patriotic but thoughtless American and the Axis saboteur# A girl inspecting rifle 
cartridges in a war plant— a patriotic American — tckes time for an extra smoke, 
neglects to fill her place on the inspection line, and thus allows several boxes

Film shows how Hitler used all the devices of propaganda and espionage to destroy 
the morale of the French people# By means of radio broadcasts, paid German agents^ 
and fifth columnists, the weapons of propaganda— words— were used to pave the way * 
for bombs and shells and the Nazi armies# Such methods are being used by the Nazis

ing tank tactics; R#A#F# Spitfires and Hurricanes are seen crossing the Channel by 
day and giant Stirlings and Lancasters going over German industrial cities by night; 
and closes with cements from people of different walks of life in Britain#

HOME ON THE RANGE# 1 reel# Sound# 0#W#I# Service charge, $0#25« The contri- 
butions of our Western range country to the war effort pictured in this film in- 
clude: authentic pictures of Western ranges with their herds of cattle and flocks 

of sheep; and the men, lean and leathery, who make sure that we will have enough 
beef and mutton, wool and leather to supply our soldiers, civilians, and allies# 

The simple, homespun narrative and musical score capture the spirit of the workaday 
West— honest, independent, and tough# 
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JAPANESE RELOCATION . 1 reel* Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25* Shows how 
the United States Government met and handled as fairly -as possible the critical 
problem of dealing with the 100,000 people of Japanese descent living up and down 
the Pacific Coast. All Japanese were removed from critical areas around air fields, 
harbors, and industrial plants to forestall sabotage and espionage. The army work- 
ing in cooperation with the War Relocation Authority is seen undertaking the mass 
migration of all people of Japanese descent, most of whom are loyal American citi- 
zens, from the Pacific Coast to states far enough inland to be secure from the 
threat of immediate invasion. The film follows this mass migration from the first 
registration of all Japanese through the movement to temporary quarters established 
in race tracks and fair grounds to the final migration to settlements in Arizona, 
Colorado, Utah, and Wyoming.. 

O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25* A three minute song 
motion picture inviting audience participation in singing the last chorus. Jan 
Peerce sings the story M off screen 1 ' against a kaleidoscopic background of scenes 
showing industrial war production. 

KEEPING FIT. 1 reel. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $0.25* Absenteeism, today 
one of the nation 1 s number one problems, is the theme of KEEPING FIT* Many ab- 
sences are due to sickness and many illnesses can be avoided by following the five 
simple rules of health illustrated in the film.

"letter," the one he was going to write, reaches home in America one morning as a 
neighbor is bragging of her hoard of groceries, as his kid brother skids his car 
around a corner on two wheels. Johnny* s letter is a moving plea to the folks at 
home to see to it that other American soldiers have the things he end Pete lacked 
on Bataan— food so that they won*t have night blindness and hunger cramps, guns 
and shells and planes so that they can fight. 

LISTEN TO BRITAIN . 2 reels. Sound. O.W.I. Service charge, $ 0,254 Without dia- 
logue this film provides a remarkable factual record of the many sounds and sights 
of wartime Britain— a "symphony of sounds." The audience literally listens to life 
in Britain. The film gives Americans a new respect and deeper appreciation of the 
English people— soldiers, mechanics, nurses, farmers, children— whom we can be 
proud to call our Allies. 



This film presents the 
crucial problems and confusions of manpower now existing: labor pirating; the 
shortage of skilled workers; living conditions of migrant workers and their fam- 
ilies; lack of housing in wax' industrial areas; Paul V. McNutt; Chairman of the 
War Manpower Commission introduces the problem and suggests voluntary steps to be 
followed for solution.

One company of paratroops, skilled 
in jumping and fighting, goes back to 11 school” to add skiing to their accomplish- 
ments thus becoming ”paraskitroopers.”
